German Warships 
To be Broken Up 


Other German Battleships Have Been 
Set Apart for Use as 
Breakwaters 

Edinburg, Scotlarid— The recent 
arrivals of various German battleships 
and other craft which are being hand- 
ed over to the British authorities un- 
der the peace tréaty conditions have 
created considerable interest in this 
district. One of the most interesting 
of these has been the former well- 
known commerce raider, the Moewe, 
which earned a great amount of no- 
toriety during the war. This vessel 
recently asrived in Leith Roads, and 
s now,te be handed over to a London 
firm in order to bé specially fitted 
out for the fruit trade. 

It will be recoll@cted that the 
Moewe, which was only built during 
the war, performed some daring ex- 
ploits during the carly part of 1916. 
This famous raider captured the Ap- 
pam, and on the succeeding day sank 
the Clan McTavish. In a two ntonths’ 
raiding cruise, and by adopting yari- 
ous disguises, the Moewe claimed to 
have captured or sunk no less than 
15 vessels, 

It has been announced that two of 
the German battleships which had re- 
cently been surrendered, namely the 
Baden and Heligoland, are to be sent 
to Portsmouth where ‘they will be 
used as target ships. ‘The Baden is 
a new super-dreadnought, plated with 
massive armor and embodies all the 
latest German ideas of gunfire pro- 
tection. Used in the manner indicat- 
ed, much valuable information will 
no doubt be obtained by our naval 
constructors as to the efficacy or oth- 
erwise of that type of armor. 

It is also stated that other German 
battleships which have been allocated 
to Great Britain have been set apart 
for use, when filled with concrete, as 
breakwaters in the vicinity of Fresh- 
water, Isle of Wight. Ip this region 
coast erosion has been very serious, 
and it is felt that these

New British Record 


Airplane Carried 3,690 pounds To A 
Height of 13,999 Feet 

A new British-record was recently 
established by a British 
fitted with two Napier Lion engines 
of 450 horsepower-tach, The flight 
lasted one hour and twenty minutes, 
and the record,load of 3,690 pounds 
was Carrie This load was made up 
‘of ‘tinfber? patter tanks with wate 
and some special instruments, the 
weight being equivalent to a load of 
26 passengers. The ‘machine carried 
the pilot, Capt. G. T. R. Hill, and 
also a mechanic, and with this record 
weight on board it attained a height 
of 13,999 feet. No special prepara- 
tions were made for this flight, only 
the chairs being removed from the 
passengers’ saloon, where the tanks 
were placed, all such decoration as 
lamps, clocks, curtain, and mirror, re- 
maining. The aeroplane, which has 
established this record for height, 
duration and useful load, is the one 
recently exhibited at the Paris Air- 
craft Exhibition, where it flew from 
London in the short time of one hour 
and 50 minutes.

Feelings Toward England Have En- 
tirely Altered Since the 
Armistice 

When Germany has filled out her 
enfeebled body again, young’ French- 
men will do well to set their affairs 
in order, for another wart will be in 
sight. In that war the Germans hope 
that we shall not take part. They 
bitterly regret now that they ever 
forced a quarrel on us, They hope 
that we shall soon be friends again. 
This sounds extraordinary to us, but 
it is easy for Germans to entertain 
this hope, because they have no feel- 
ing of shame for anything that has 
happened, and they simply do not 


this subject. “It’s all over now,” they 
say genially. Their feelings. toward 
England have entirely altered since 
he armistice.

kind of admiration. Founded, more- 
over, on false conceptions. Germans 
admire us because they believe we 
have “wangled” everything our own 
way. They credit us with all their 
own self-seecking, their reckless dis- 
regard of intenational honesty. The 
inevitable and often burdensome ad- 
ditions of territory that have come to 
England as a dive abe the war appear 
to them the fruits\of deep-laid Mach- 
iavelian British scheming. It is real- 
ly amusing to hear a German’s acid 
praise of this fictitious England that 
he has evolved from his own jaundic- 
ed imagination.

Farmers Need This Aid to Gentindt’ 
Invasion of Weeds 
(Experimental Farm Note.) 

Seeding: ‘down is rapiily coming 
into favor in western Canada. Farm- 
ers ate finding that the fibre in their 
dil; requires replenishing © and that 
they heed the grasses to aid in ¢dm- 
bating. the invasion of wees and 
with the increase in livestock and 
the decrease in: pasture and hay 
lands, hay growing is becoming more 
necessary. 

During the past-seven years a num- 
Wer of. seeding down practises have 
Been tested out on the Scott station. 
In these experiments western rye 
grass has been used, This grass has 
proven hardy and drought resisting 
and because it can be more cheaply 
eradicated than the brome grass it 
is recommended for the most condi- 
tions. On light soils brome grass 
can be-used to good advantage since 
it provides a large amoznt of fibre 
and on such soils, once, or at most 
twice ploughing will destroy most of 
the brome grass. 

The best yields of hay can be ob- 
ained by seeding down on summer- 
fallow land. But since most farmers 
take off at least two crops of ®rain 
between fallows it may be advisable 
to seed down with the second or in 
some instafces the third crop. The 
number of weeds in the soil as well 
as the hay requirementS-of the. farm 
will be the deciding factors in this 
regard. Seeding down on summer- 
fallow has on this station given one- 
half ton per acre more-than seeding 
with the second crop. If the seeding 
cain be done comparatively early in 
the season, sawing with a nurse crop 
will give more profit per acre than 
The grain 
crop should pay for the preparation 
of the land, while the only charges 
against the hay crop should be the 
seed, rent of land and cost of the 
harvesting. Barnyard manure plough- 
ed under previous to secding down 
ha$ not only resulted in-an increased 
yield in the first crop, but this in- 
crease has extended into the succecd- 
ing years. 

In order to secure a catch ft is 
‘usually advisable in dry districts to 
drill the sged in rather than. sow it 
n the surface, con$equently in seed- 
ing down with a nurse crop it is 
best to mix the grass seed with the 
grain and if grain is a little-damp 
from the formalin treatment the grass 
and grain will feed more evenly 
through the drill. 

The following are some conclusions 
drawn from the- results of the ex: 
periments made at Scott. : 

Sown with a nurse crop or sown 
alone no hay crop can be expected 
the first year, 

Grasses will aid in’ controlling the 
weeds, but the weeds muét be con- 
trolled until the grasses 
started. 

The yields” of ile first hay crop 
will depend on the method adopted 
in seeding down, but the yields in 
the succeeding years will depend on 
the moisture supply. 

Cultivated grasses have not usually 
yielded profitable crops for more than 
three years. 

In breaking up grasses in dry dis- 
tricts summer cultivation for one 
season is usually required to store up 
sufficient moisture for the production 
of grain crops. 

In introducing the grasses into the 
scheme of farm crops it is advisable 
to make some systematic 
ment of crops and ,thus have a 
rotation.

It does 
not follow that all broody hens should 
be taken out for many of then will 
start laying again as soon -as. the 
broody period is broken upe On the 
other hand, birds that are moulting 
at this season will, as a rule, be 
found non-productive. It is best to 
give the hens the benefit of the 
doubt,and no hens should be convic- 
ted until all the evidence has been 
examined. It is perhaps best to ex- 
amine the shanks, beak, earlobes (in 
the light breeds), and the vent to de 
termine whether they are pale or yel- 
low in color. Yellow in these parts 
denotes hens that are meulting and 
will help when used properly to elim- 
inate the non-laying hens.

Bah Francisco, July 5.—After an 


adjournment over Sunday, 22 more 
ballots were fhecessary to sélect the 
Democratic candidate for President, 
Governor Cox, of Ohio, finally being 
unanimously: nominated. The. break 
from Palmert came at the 3th ballot, 
when McAdoo went 440, Cox to 
468%, and Palmer. dro 1%. Cox 
gained steadily until the» ballot, 
when he had 668 and McAdoo ‘415. 
Franklin D, Roosevelt, of New York, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, was 
nominated for Vice Prefident. 


Framed after days and nights of 
struggle with clashing interests and 
opinions, the resolutions committee 
draft, of the Democratic platform, left 
two questions for final settlement on 
the floor of the convention hall. 

These were prohibition énforcement, 
upon which no agteement could be, 
reached by the committee, and the 
Irish question.. The plank adopted by 
the committee on this subject was not 
considered strong enough by the Sinn 
Fein faction, who served notice, that 
they would seek to have the ‘planks: 

‘ written to include a flat declaration for 
diplomatic recognition of-the ‘Irish 
Republic.” 

' Following isa the text of four planks 
which are of particular interest to 
Canadians, those dealing with the 
League of ‘Nations, Ireland, Inland 
Waterways,and the Tariff. 

League of Nations 

“The Democratic party favors . the 
League of, Nations asthe surest if not 
the only practical means of maintain- 
ing the permanent peace of the world, 
and terminating the tnsufferable bur- 
den of great military and naval estab- 
Mshments. It was for this that America 
broke away from traditional isolation, 
and spent her blood and treasure to 
crush a colossal scheme of conquest. 
I¢-was upon this basis that the presi- 
dent of the United States, in pré-ar- 
rangement with our allies, consented 
to a suspension of hostilities againgt 
the German government, The armis- 
tice was granted and a treaty of peace 
negotiated upon the definite assurance 
‘to Germany, as well as to the powers 
pitted agi ag at ty rl that a general 
association nations must be formed, 
under specific covenants, for the pur- 
pose of affording mutual guarantees of 
political independence and territorial 
integrity to great and small states 
alike. Hence we not only congratu- 
late the president on the viston mani- 
fested and the vigor exhibited in the 
prosecution of the War, but we felici- 
tate him and his associates on the 
exceptional achievements at Paris in- 
volved in the adoption of a league and 
treaty so near akin to previously ex- 
pressed American ideals, and so inti- 

; mately related to the aspirations of 

- civilized peoples everywhere. 

»"We commend the president for his 
courage and his high conception of 
good faith in steadfastly standing for 
the covenant agreed to by all the as- 
sociated and allied nations at war with 
Germany, and we condemn the Repub- 
lican senate for its refusal to ratify 
the treaty, merely because it was the 
product of Democratic statesmanship, 
thus interposing partisan envy and 
personal hatred in the way of the peace 
and renewed prosperity of the world. 

“The intent of congress and the in- 
tent of the president was that there 
could be no peace until we could create 
a situation where no such war as this 
could recur. We cannot make peace 
except in company with our allies. It 
would brand us with everlasting dis- 
honor, and bring rut to us also if we 
undertook to make @ separate peace. 

“We endorse the president's view of 
our internationa) obligations, and his 
firm stand against regervations de- 
signed to cut to pieces the vital pro- 
visions of the Versailles Treaty, and 
we commend the Democrats in con- 
gress for voting against ~ resolutions 
for separate peace, which would dis- 
grace the nation. We advocate the 
immediate ratification of the treaty 
without reservations, which would hm- 
pair its essential integrity; but do no 
oppose the acceptance of any reserva- 
tions making clearer or more specific 
the obligations of the United States to 
the League of Nations.” 

“We reject as utterly vain, if not 
vicious, the Republican assumption 
that ratification of the treaty and 
membership in the League of Nations 
would in any way impair the integrity 
or independence of our country. The 
fact that the covenant has been enter- 
ed into by twenty-nine nations all as 
jealous of their independence as we 
ure of ours, is a sufficient repudiation 
of such charges.

Without a roll call the Ronvekstie 
voted down Mr. Bryan’s planks for the 
publication of an official newspaper by 
the government and against) profiteer- 
ing, and against compula military 
training in peace times. e Bryan 
League of Nations _Shayed the same 
fate.

“Genoa. — Representatives of the 
seamen aad shipowners clashcd at the 
international seamen’s conference, 
when Cuthbert Law, representing the 
British Shipowners, presented an am- 
endment-providing that the eight- 
hour day and 48-hour week should be 
applied only when vessels are in port.
